LIVE ON FISH THEY CATCH 


Remarkab le Breed o f “Ban ker Po n ies” 
Natives o f th e Co ast o f 
No rth Caro lin a. 


On the coast of North Carolina there 
are several miles of low, sandy shore 
where nothing grows except a coarse 
grass, a few salt water weeds and wild 
parsley. On these banks lives a strange 
breed of half-wild horses known as 
"banker ponies.” These creatures are 
generally about twice the size of Shet­ 
land ponies. 
Every year the herd 
owners drive the ‘ bankers” into pens, 
brand the foals with the proper mark, 
and catch some of the older animals 
to sell to the dealers. 
North Carolinians say tiiat the beasts 
must be starved into eating grain, hay 
or grass, for they have always lived 
on the rank salt marsh grass of tht 
marshes and on fish. 
They catch the 
fish for themselves at low tide; with 
their hoofs they dig deep holes in the 
sand below high-water mark, and when 
the tide falls they greedily devour the 
fish that are stranded in these holes. 
Often they fight brisky over an espe­ 
cially tempting morsel. 
tn captivity these strange horses are 
intelligent, but seldom are even in 1 
temper. 
Once tamed, they make ex­ 
cellent draft animals, for they have 
a strength that is disproportionate to 
their size. 
Foals that are bred from 
"bankers” in captivity make valuable 
animals—strong and intelligent.

Pap er Saws to Cu t Wo o d . 
Circular saws made of i>ui>or, for 
use in making veneer and fine fur­ 
niture, are being turned out in a fac­ 
tory in England. 
Thin plates of wood 
cut by these sa w s are so finely fin­ 
ished that cabinet maker« do not 
have to plane them at all before they 
are used. 
Such saws were originally shown 
at an English exposition and were 
driven by an electric motor. 
They 
are manufactured from compressed 
drawing paper. 
Indeed, compressed 
drawing paper of such hardness lias 
been made in England that it has 
even been used in place of building 
stone. 
Experiments in the manufacture of 
car wheels from compressed paper 
have been made in America for a 
number of years, but the product has 
never competed seriously with the 
ordinary steel wheels. 
It is only in 
the production of certain articles, as 
the veneer saw, that any advantage 
is found.

ed of 1 by 12 inch plank , with crack s 
cov ered with batten. 
It is open in 
front and shou ld be placed facing the 
sou th. 
The floor is 8 feet wide and 6 
feet from front to back , and is nailed 
to three ru nners or sk ids. 
The sk ids 
m$y be made of lu mber or poles abou t 
6 inches in diameter and flattened on 
one side, to which the floor is nailed. 
A larg e ’ jle can be bored throu gh the 
front end of the ou ter sk ids so that a 
chain can be fastened to them to fa­ 
cilitate moving the hou se by the eso 
of a team. 
A piece of 2 by 4 inch 
material is nailed on the ou ter edges 
of the top of floor to prevent the 
house from spreading at the bottom. 
Each side of the hou se is made of 
bLx pieces of 1 by 12 inch plank 8 feet 
long , nailed to a piece of 2 by 4 lying 
flat about 9 inches from the top of the 
plank, another abou t 2% feet from 
the top, and a piece of 2 by 8 nailed 
edg ewise abou t 11 inches from the 
bottom. This shou ld be braced at each 
end of the u nderside by a right-angle 
block of 2 by 8 inch material nailed to 
the rail and to the side of the hou se. 
The long piece of 2 by 8 will act as a 
g uard u nder which the 
you ng 
pigs 
may take shelter when the sow’ lies 
down. 
This will save many pigs from 
being crushed to death. 
The back of the hou se fits between 
the two sides in a groove 
made 
by 
nailing two pieces of 1 by l ’A-inch m a­ 
terial lengthwise on the inner side of 
each side of the hou se. 
The hou se is 
then “ set u p” on the floor and the 
eides held together by nailing a short 
piece of 1 by 6-inch plank across the 
front and 
back of the hou se abou t 
one and one-half feet below the top. 
This will prevent it from being blown 
down by the wind or a storm. A sad­ 
dle board made by nailing two pieces 
of 1 by 6-inch plank together can then 
be pu t over the ridge of the hou se to 
keep out rain. 
A house bu ilt thu s can be moved on 
the skids or can be tak en down by re­ 
mov ing the 1 by 6-inch brace from the 
front and the back of the hou se. 
If 
the house is located in an open field, 
where there is danger of heavy winds, 
a g uy wire shou ld be secu rely fast­ 
ened to a stak e driven deep into the 
g round. 
This is a precau tion which 
will justify the trou ble requ ired, as it 
may sav e a litter of pigs from being 
^crushed in case of a storm. 
Su ch a 
house can be constru cted withou t the 
“ take-dowrn” featu re, and by secu rely 
nailing it will not need the gu y wire. 
Some dirt may be thrown u p at the 
iront of the hou se to the level of the 
floor so that 
you ng pigs may enter 
without trou ble. 
The material neces- 
« ary to bu ild this hou se is u s follows: 


Thirteen pieces 1 by 12-inch by 10 
feet for sides, back and floor of hou se. 
Nine pieces 16-feet batten. 
T hree pieces 2 by 4 Inch by 12 feet 
for framework . 
Two pieces 2 by 8-inch by 12 feet for 
pig rail or gu ard. 
One piece 1 by 6-inch by 16 feet for 
saddle board. 
Three poles for Bk ids. 
Nalls. 


! 
Total, 272 board feet of lu mber, 144 
linear feet of batten, three poll's and 
the nails. As rou gh lu mber su itable 
for the constru ction of su ch a hou se 
can u su ally be secu red for abou t $12 
per 1,000 in the sou th, the 
m aterial 
will cost abou t five dollars. This type 
of hou se la su itable for practically all 
parts of the sou th, as 
no 
extremely 
cold weather is experienced and the 
open front permits su nshine to enter 
the hou se for several hou rs each day. 
In case a boy cannot obtain material | 
to bu ild Bu cb a hou se as has ju st been 
described, he shou ld get whatever ma­ 
terial is available on 
the farm and 
bu ild a shelter for his hogs. 
It can 
be made ou t of waste plank s, for any 
» shelter that will protect 
the 
hogs 
from cold winds and 
rain and 
give 
them a dry bed, at the same time per­ 
m itting the su n to shine in du ring a 
portion of the day, will be qu ite an im­ 
provement over conditions existing on 
so many farms at present. 
A shelter to be u sed du ring the su m­ 
mer m onths may be made by setting 
four poles or posts into the grou nd and 
secu rely nailing 2 by G-inch material 
around these abou t three feet from 
ithe g round; 
u pon these a few light 
.poles may be pu t cross-wise and straw 
or coarse hay piled on top. The straw 
■should be piled higher in the middle 
than at the edges and smpothed down 
bo the rain will ru n off.

b is h shade du ring the greater part of 
ttbe day. 
No shelter shou ld 
be bu ilt

su rrou nding grou nd. 
How to Fig ure Costs In Feeding Liv e 
Stock. 
— The grain and other feeds grown on 
the farm where they are fed shou ld be 
charged to stock at the mark et valu e 
a t the farm, which is the price at the 
elevator, minu s the cost of 
hau ling. 
This is the resu lt of seven years’ ex­ 
perience in stu dying 
farm cost 
ac­ 
cou nting problems in the section of 
farm economics of the department of 
agricu ltu re. 
The object of cost accou nting is to 
show an analysis of the 
entire farm 
bu siness; and the relative profitable­ 
ness of each enterprise, aB well as the 
relative costs, shou ld be made 
clear. 
If the farm er is to 
learn 
the 
tru th 
abou t the cost of his corn, oats, bu y j 
and other feedable produ cts, he mu st j 
do considerable figu ring and have a 
good u nderstanding of farm cost ac­ 
cou nting methods. On the other hand, ! 
the m ark et valu es of grains and other I 
feedable produ cts serve as a common 
standard from which any farmer may 
easily figu re the cost of feeding them 
to live stock . 
The m ark et price at 
the farm Is the only logical, as well as 
the easiest, method to follow’. 
If live 
stock are essential for profitable farm­ 
ing in so many sections, why shou ld 
the live 
stock 
enthu sists figu re to 
eliminate the profits cf crop growing, 
so that the live 
stock may 
appear 
more profitable? 
Weed Growth and Corn Yields. 
Of the variou s factors that influ ence 
corn yields there are some that re­ 
ceive more than their share of atten­ 
tion, and some to which su fficient em­ 
phasis has not been given. 
Important 
as Is the type of soil, the weather, fer­ 
tilizer treatment, variety, condition of 
the seed, insect and fu ngu s trou bles, 
preparation of the seed bed, and su b­ 
sequ ent tillage, it wou ld seem that 
u nder conditions anywhere near nor­ 
mal there are two other factors that 
exert a great deal more influ ence on 
yields than any of those named above. 
These are the organic m atter content 
of the soil and the 
amou nt of 
weed 
growth. 
The significance of these two fac­ 
tors cannot be emphasized too strong­ 
ly 
As illu strative of the importance 
of organic m atter may be cited 
the 
practices of a Georgia farmer. 
This 
farmer has a two-year rotation of cot­ 
ton and corn, 75 acres of each every 
year. 
For each crop a stand of bu r 
clover is tu rned u nder. 
A strip 
be­ 
tween the cotton rows is left u nbro­ 
k en u ntil the bu r clover seed matu res. 
The corn crop 
is 
planted 
withou t 
plowing. The rows are ru n ou t with a 
middle bu ster, the seed dropped 
by 
hand, 
and covered 
with 
a 
dou ble 
shovel. 
Abou t three 
week s 
later, 
when the bu r clover has entirey cov­ 
ered the corn row, the first cu ltivation 
is given by plowing u nder the clover 
with a tu rning plow. 
The next cu lti­ 
vation is with a five-shovel su rface cu l­ 
tivator. 
Ju st before the 
third 
and 
last cu ltivation the land is broadcast­ 
ed to cow peas and sorghu m for hay. 
The land is never 
plowed, or 
cu lti­ 
vated to a greater depth than three 
inches. 
Cru de as these tillage 
prac­ 
tices may seem, they accomplish the 
twd-fold 
pu rpose of 
tu rning 
u nder 
large amou nts of organic m atter and 
k eeping down 
weed growth. 
Under 
this system the yield of 
cotton 
has 
been increased from 
one-third of 
a 
bale per acre to one and one and 
a 
half bales, and the yield of corn 
has 
be« n bu ilt u p in lik e proportion. 
The 
second 
great 
factor—wreed 
growth—hardly needs any discu ssion. 
Nearly everybody has seen thou sands 
of acres of high weeds and low’ crops. 
It was at one time preached 
by 
ou r 
best k nown agricu ltu rists that weeds 
w’ere a 
good 
thing 
becau se 
they 
spu rred the lazy hu sbandm an on 
to 
greater activity in his tillage 
opera­ 
tions; in other words tillage was the 
desired end, the eradication of weeds 
being merely incidental, in ou r recent 
work on corn cu ltivation it has been 
clearly shown that In the main weeds 
are the arch enemy that mak es inter- 
cu ltu ral tillage necessary.

proof that he was unablo to do so. 
Siegel refused to answer many ques­ 
tions concerning his assets.

what he did with a $150,000 personal 
loan from the bank, he said that a re­ 
ply might incriminate him. 
He said 
he had none of this money now, but 
refused to say what he did with it. 
Siegel admitted he carried life in­ 
surance to the amount of $85,000, 
most of it naming his daughter as 
beneficiary.

St. Louis, March 21.—Judge Sanborn 
approved the agreement by which the 
receivers of the St. I.ouis & San Fra n­ 
cisco railroad cancel an indebtedness 
of nearly $4,600,000 against the road 
and relinquish ownership of two sub­ 
sidiaries in Louisiana to the syndi­ 
ca te that promoted them.
